it as “a dangerous piece of leg- 
islation from the standpoint of 
personai liberty.” 

“The bill has some good fea- 
tures and some not so good,” 
Letner said. “The UAW has 


been fighting for most of its 
provisions for years. I think 
the Senate did a good job and 
UAW representatives will ask 
for the support of all Congress- 
men for it.” 


Corrections in Taft Act. 


Letner said the bill would | 
correct some of the “‘labor-bust- | 


ing abuses” of the Taft-Hartley 


Act, particularly one depriving | 
strikers the, right to partici- 
pate in decertification elec- 


tions. The UAW is “100 per 
cent in favor” of governmental 
control of welfare funds, he 
said. 


“I am glad the so-called lib- | 
'erals in the Senate were able | 


to stave off damaging amend- 
ments offered by extreme right- 


ists,” he said. He added that | 


he did not approve of one sec- 
tion of the bill providing for 
by 
both employes and employers. 

Gibbons, who also is busi- 
ness representative of Team- 
sters’ Local 688 here, said he 
was “greatly concerned over 
the bill because it is a real in- 
vasion by the Government into 


the affairs of a private asso- | 


ciation.” 

Describing the legislation as 
“a dangerous trend,” Gibbons 
added that “if the Government 


invades a labor association, ft | 


also can invade a church. er 
business association.” 

“This bill should be of con- 
cern to all the people of the 


nation, not just to labor, be- | 


cause of its threat to basic 
rights,” Gibbons added. 


Building Trades View. 


Joseph Cousin, executive 
secretary of the Building and 
Construction Trades Council, 
said the measure is an attempt 
to. punish labor as a whole 
“when only a very small seg- 
ment of labor is responsible 
for the acts that prompted the 
bill.” 


Cousin said he resented the 
legislation “because it is an at- 
tempt to punish the vast ma- 
jority of labor, - which has done 
nothing wrong. There is noth- 
ing wrong in our own organi- 
zation.” 


He added that if the Gov- 
ernment “will leave labor 
alone, it will get its house in 
complete order. All it needs 
is a little time.” 

The Senate passed the mea- 
sure 88-1 Tuesday, but House 
leaders privately give the bill 
little chance of passage, espe- 
cially since it must be handled 
by a strife-torn Labor Com- 
mittee and Congress is expect- 
ed to adjourn soon.

On smoking tobacco, chewing 
tobacco and snuff, the tax rate 
would be 1 cent on each 10 
cents in retail sales. The tax on 
cigars would be 1 cent for 
cigars with a rtail price of less 
than 7 cents, 2 cents for those 
selling from 7 to 14 cents in- 
clusive, 2 cents for those at 15 


to 29 cents, 4 cents for those 
from 30 to 49 cents, and 5 
cents on all costing 50 cents or 
more each.

Where Principles Clash 


It surely takes courage to act 
according to one's principles, and 
surely the principles which make 
the “Protestants and Other Amer- 
icans United” oppose the acquisi- 
tion of land by St. Louls Univer- 
sity through Land Clearance pro- 
cedures form an essential part of 
their belief.

Sophistry in the Suburbs 


Lessons applicable to St. Louis are readily 
extracted from recent defeats of metropoli- 
tan district proposals in Nashville and Seattle. 
They are: (1) opposition centers in the sub- 
urbs; and (2) the big weapon of the oppo- 
nents is the fear of rising taxes. 

In both Nashville and Seattle the metro- 
politan plans won majorities in the central 
cities. They were killed in the suburbs—in 
large part because of the “tax, tax, tax” 
theme aimed specifically at small home own- 
ers. Opponents of the St. Louis City Charter 
played the same tune here last summer, di- 
recting it to householders on the South Side. 

The Nashville and Seattle pattern is not 
new, even to St. Louis. In 1926 a proposal 
to consolidate city and county as a single mu- 
nicipality was defeated when it failed in the 
county; it carried St. Louis by 7 to 1. An at- 
tempt in 1930 to form a Greater St. Louis, a 
kind of federation, passed the city and car- 
ried in some county municipalities but failed 
in the county as a whole. “Tax, tax, tax” 
played a prominent part in that defeat, too. 

This record seems to suggest that the 19 
Metropolitan ‘Freeholders now preparing to 
draft a plan for city-county co-ordination are 
licked before they start—unless the tax ar- 
gument is met and answered. 

The argument is basically fallacious. The 
very same Aldermen who a year ago told St. 
Louisans that they would pay through the 
nose if the Charter were adopted are at this 
moment increasing city taxes by $6,000,000— 
or about 10 per cent—merely to maintain 
present services. In «a period of inflation 
taxes are bound to rise, like other prices; but 
they will rise less if local government is per- 
mitted to adjust to the times instead of oper- 
ating under horse-and-buggy inefficiencies. 

The answer to the claim that taxes will go 
up under any form of metropolitan govern- 
ment is that they will go up more without one. 

This is where a unique and important pub- 
lic service can be performed by the citizens 
committee now being organized by St. Louis 
and Washington universities to inform the 
people of this area’s needs and shortcomings. 
If the committee properly performs the job 
it has taken on, the people will have the fac- 
tual equipment to judge the work of the Free- 
holders on its merits, and not be taken in by 
such nonsense as “tax, tax, tax.” 

Since the suburbs seem to be particularly 
vulnerable to sophistry, it may be wise for 
the citizens to concentrate a good deal of edu- 
cational effort in that area and in South St. 
Louis. The county’s 16 townships are its basic 
political organization, and it is at this level 
that the citizens may find it most profitable 
to work.

Another Weak Defense 


There can be no doubt that President 
Eisenhower's fifth point about Sherman 
Adams is strictly accurate: “I need him.” Of 
course Mr. Adams has been invaluable to the 
President. He has come as close as any man 
ever did to being an unelected acting Presi- 
dent, making appointments, decisions and pol- 
icies in everything but name... The White 
House would not be the same without him. 

Mr. Adams’s extraordinary position, how- 
ever, is not a reason for condoning what the 
President chooses to regard as “imprudent” 
or “careless” conduct. It is a reason for de- 
manding the very highest standards of con- 
duct—standards of the kind which the Presi- 
dent has previously set for others, standards 
which he made part of his platform in seek- 
ing the presidency. ae 

Mr. Eisenhower is quite mistaken in liken- 
ing the Goldfine gifts to campaign contribu- 
tions received by “everybody seeking public 
office.” A more accurate comparison is to 
Richard M. Nixon’s special list of post-cam- 
paign donors, who gave the present Vice Pres- 
ident money just because they admired his 
politics. Mr. Nixon was wrong, not because 
he accepted anything so crude as a bribe, but 
because he permitted individuals in effect to 
buy stock in his career. Mr. Adams did sub- 
stantially the same thing; he did not crudely 
“sell out,” but he permitted Mr. Goldfine to 
buy in, nét only by means of the gifts, but by 
building a relationship which enabled him 
to call for official help when he needed it. 

The President is correct in saying that the 
circumstances surrounding gifts in public 
life are important in judging them. But he 
begs the question by arguing that in this case 
one of the circumstances is Mr. Adams’s trans- 
parent honesty, which makes the gift excus- 
able. The .only safe and sound rule for a 
person in public life is to accept no gifts of 
any value from anybody who might be in a 
position to benefit from some public act of 
the recipient. 

That goes for Mr. Eisenhower as well as 
his subordinates. In his position he cannot 
and should not be stuffy about ceremonial 
tokens that pay a tribute to the office rather 
than the man. But he has gone far beyond 
the bounds of good taste in accepting per- 
sonal emoluments—the tractors, the livestock, 
the lengths of vicuna—which have flowed to 
him in such a steady stream. Nobody dreams 
that these private gifts to a public person 
were bribes; but they helped to create an 
atmosphere in which Sherman Adams saw 
nothing wrong in being the chronic guest of 
Bernard Goldfine. 


Is This Survey Necessary? 


A bill to appropriate $2,500,000 for a spe- 
cial 15-member commission to conduct a sur- 
vey of the outdoors recreation resources in 
the United States has been passed by the 
Senate and sent to the House. This bill doubt- 
less has a good purpose and its backers prob- 
ably include some of the best of the Senators. 
But what will this survey collect in the way 
of information which is not already available 
either in Washington or in the appropriate 
departments of the 48 state governments? 
Could not Congress itself get the desired data 
merely by writing a few letters back home, if, 
which seems unlikely, most of it is not across 
the street in the Library of Congress? The 
survey bill passed the Senate without debate 
and without a roll call. We hope the House 
requires its sponsors to justify it. In these 
days of astronomical budgets $2,500,000 may 
not be as_large as it once was, but to the 
average taxpayer a million is still just about 
as big as a billion. 


More Stately Mansion? 


One of the unhappier responsibilities of a 
chief executive is to reside where he is ex- 
pecf®d to reside, and not where he wants to 
reside. Hence Gov. Blair says that in late 
summer his family will move into the 86- 
year-old Executive Mansion, which he once 
described as a “rat-infested firetrap.” The 
mansard-roofed structure stands on a hilltop 
near the Capitol in Jefferson City, stately as a 
dowager ‘in a moth-eaten mink. 

Gov. Blair’s first refusal to live there cre- 
ated both a legislative furore and a legisla- 
tive appropriation of $40,000 for repairs. The 
money improved some plumbing, added some 
paint and installed a small elevator to take 
the place of those 140 steps from basement 
garage to second floor which the Governor 
had called “cardiac walk.” But floors still 
slope, paint still peels and a contractor esti- 
mates it would cost “several hundreds of 
thousands of dollars” to reconstruct the place 
in the manner of the White House. 

We suppose that Missouri's Executive Man- 
sion retains a symbolic value. What it sym- 
bolizes are dozens of state governmental prob- 
lems which also have been allowed to deteri- 
orate through years of neglect, until it is 
now more difficult, more expensive and more 
necessary to face up to them.

It is surprising to find so many prominent 
Senators still on the fence on an issue that 
has been investigated and debated in almost 
every Congress for a generation. Surely the- 
arguments in favor of giving the American 
citizens in Alaska their full rights and oppor- 
tunities are well enough known for an over- 
whelmingly favorable vote. 

If a dozen Senators such as Hayden. and 
Dirksen, Fulbright and Saltonstall and Hill 
and Wiley were to declare themselves there 
would be no doubt about the outcome.

Toward a New Labor aw 


While the House seems reluctant to act on 
the Senate’s new labor program, public opin- 
ion requires action, as both the Administra- 
tion and the AFL-CIO have indicated. 

Only a moderate bill could command such 
diverse support. The Senate measure, as 
amended by Administration supporters, pro- 
vides much of what President Eisenhower 
sought: thorough financial reporting by un- 
ions and their officers; penalties for embez- 
zlement, false reporting and collusion with 
employers; secret union elections; a limitation 
on union trusteeships and a ban on picketing 
solely to force union recognition. The need 
for such a law was demonstrated forcefully 
by the McClellan rackets investigation. 

The Administration did not get authority 
for the states to act in the labor field where 
the National Labor Relations Board declined 
jurisdiction. Nor did it get new restrictions 
on the secondary boycott. These proposals 
were not specifically a result of the McClel- 
lan inquiry, and the Senators obviously felt 
that controversy ever them might have pre- 
vented any action at all. 

Nevertheless, Secretary of Labor Mitchell 
concedes that the Senate bili is “closer in 
line” with the Administration’s proposals than 
it started out to be. AFL-CIO President 
George Meany criticizes some provisions, but 
says the whole bill “retains enough substan- 
tive anti-corruption sections to make it 
worth while.” And the Senate vote reveals 
that the bill dissatisfied only one member, and 
at least earned approval of 88 other Senators,

Boom Times for the Big Bridge Builders 


Many Spectacular Multi-Million Dollar Spans in Process of Construction 


From Investor's Reader, 


New York 


When the $100,000,000 four-lane 
suspension bridge which connects 
northern Michigan with its offshoot 
peninsula across the turbulent Mack- 
inac Straits was opened last Nov. 1, 
engineers and constructors marveled 
at “the bridge that couldn't be built.” 
The Mackinac crossing is the world's 
longest suspension bridge. 

While the 3800-foot length of its 
center span is 400 feet shy of the 
center span of San Francisco's Gold- 
en Gate Bridge, the 8614-foot an- 
chorage ;-to-anchorage length of 
Mackinac tops Golden Gate by a 
full 2164 feet and is almost twice 
as long as. Manhattan’s George 
Washington Bridge. 


While Mackinac was by far the 
biggest achievement of the bridge 
builders last year, it was but one of 
many spectacular spans. For 1957 
also saw the opening of the $90,- 
000,000 Walt Whitman suspension 
bridge across the Delaware River at 
Philadelphia, the $68,000,000 Rich- 
mond-San Rafael bridge across the 

“north arm of San Francisco Bay, 
the $60,500,000 Hampton Roads 
bridge and tunnel connecting Nor- 
folk with Hampton Roads. 

This year promises to be equally 
spectacular. Opened in April was 
the 3000-foot cantilever structure 
across the Mississippi River con- 
necting downtown New Ofsleans with 
previously isolated suburbs on the 
right bank while the $88,000,000 
Calumet Skyway, which leads from 
downtown Chicago into the Indiana 
Toll Road, began operation in April. 
Meanwhile the new Columbia River 
Interstate Bridge is scheduled for 
completion this June. Later in the 
year motorists will shift to the new 
$31,000,000 span over the Carquinez 
Straits along U.S. Route 40 between 
San Francisco and Sacramento. 


To keep the bridge builders busy 


even further in the future are such 
projects as the $90,000,000 Throgs 
Neck Bridge across the East River 


to provide another link between 
Long Island and-the Bronx main- 
land, the $167,000,000 second deck 
on the George Washington Bridge 
and Pittsburgh's $16,000,000 Fort 
Pitt Bridge across the Monongahela 
River. 

Many new bridges are part of 
new tollroads. The 129-mile Con- 
necticut Turnpike boasts two of the 
nation’s largest bridges—the $12,- 
100.000 structure which 
2679 feet across Bridgeport Harbor 
and the 3769-foot Quinnipiac River 
Bridge which is also the longest con- 
tinuous girder span in the U.S. 

And the hundreds of miles of new 
turnpikes, thruways and express- 
ways in the nation’s $109 billion 
road program also provide for 
many thousands of smaller bridges 


to span streams, valleys, canyons 


and other roads. 

For instance the 4.2 miles of the 
White Plains section of New York's 
Cross-Westchester Expressway alone 
call for 22 bridges. 

Bridge building involves a batch 
of supply industries from cement to 
heavy machinery to steel. Many of 
the smaller contracts for engineer- 
ing, construction, excavation, etc., 
are held by small local firms but the 
big jobs usually go to the major 
bridge builders. 

Bridge building has been a boon 
to some new construction materials. 
In July the first welded aluminum 
bridge is scheduled for completion 
at Des Moines, Iowa. U.S. Steel 
has developed T-1 steel, an alloy

particularly suited for mining and 
earth moving equipment but also 
used in many American Bridge 
superstructures., 

Perhaps the most, revolutionary 
type of bridge construction is pre- 
stressed concrete. While concrete 
has long been used in piling. and 
foundation work, this innovation has 
enabled bridge builders to simply 
select the size piling needed. 

Since it is already cast and hard- 
ened the builder need only put it 
into position. Precast concrete is 
often cheaper than wood or steel: 
it does not rot or rust and in many 
cases leads to faster construction 
schedules. 


While the bridge itself may be 
erected by a variety of firms, the 
financial aspects are usually handled 
by a single body or authority such 
as the Mississippi River Bridge Au- 
thority or the New York State Bridge 
Authority. 

The authority is responsible for 
raising the cash, letting the con- 
tracts, paying off the interest and 
debt—plus operating and maintain- 
ing the project. 

But the success of any bridge de- 
pends upon the amount of traffic 
it generates. One of the most suc- 
cessful projects is Florida’s Lower 
Tampa Bay Bridge (from St. Peters- 
burg to Palmetto) which was opened 
for traffic in 1955. 

Last year the awesamely beauti- 
ful “Sunshine Skyway” earned more 
than three times interest require- 
ments and already $5,500,000 of $21,- 
000,000 bonds originally issued have 
been called—seven years ahead of 
schedule. Not so fortunate is the 
Parkersburg, W. Va. Memorial 
Bridge; it earned only 20% of in- 
terest requirements in 1957, has 
been in default since early lest 
year. 

In most cases the tendency 
is toward continuarfre of sizable 
tolls to build ‘more and bigger 
bridges. Such doings may not be 
as dramatic as the bridge on the 
River Kwai but they add much to 
the U.S. economy.

The rain, of course, soaked the hay lying in the swath 
and then soaked it again. But between-times the sun shoné 
hot and by Friday morning we were starting to rake for the 
baler. One field we cut was a little eight-acre creek bottom 
away at the back of the farm. It is a field we ordinarily 
pasture because it is difficult of access; but this year the 
ladine clover and orchardgrass had grown shoulder high. 
Moreover, the fence on the creek side of the field was one 
of those we lost in last year's floods and we stili haven't 
gotten round to rebuilding it. The hay would certainly go 
60 to 80 bales to the acre and we had to try to save it. 


We finally went te our good neighbors Sican 
and Maizie Muir, who own the big farm to the 
morth that takes in Reed, Saline and Cedar creeks 
—and got permission te take the haying equipment 
down into our bottem through their fields and haul 
the hay out by that route. This we had dose in one 
or two past years. It alse brings up an interesting 
point: that im our rough Ozark country one could 
hardly farm at ell without eccasional help from 
his neighbors—which he returns when the opportu- 
nity arises. 


The low side of our bottom field was flooded by the 
creek during the rise and we lost perhaps 100 bales of 
hay, but the rest was in surprisingly good condition. 


Getting it out of the field, once it was baled, wasn’t 
easy; in fact, we had te keep Nickelson's big tractor stand- 
ing by te help the trucks up the steep hill—and also 
hooked it onte Ern Stricklin’s baler when he had finished. 


On balance, however, I'm sure the rain did more good 
than harm. Hay fields throughout the valley that had been 
harvested were turning dry and burning in the hot sun. 
Corn needed moisture badly and the gardens were suffer- 
ing. Now meadows have greened up and we are practically 
assured a good crop of Korean lespedeza which is ready 
in early August and makes excellent feed when it is cut 
from fertile land. Clover and alfalfa are growing again 
and will make a good second cutting. And the vegetables 
in the garden, not to mention the weeds, are making a 
fine shoot. 


This summer's rains have actually come just 


when transplanted, but eventually makes an attrac- 
tive shrubby tree with ite big heart-shaped leaves 
that fellow the pink, sweet pea-cshaped bilessoms. 


After redbud comes the blackhaw which can be 
trimmed into a nicely shaped small tree. It is our best 
viburnum, with shiny leaves and clusters of white flowers 
that give way to edible berries which ripen in autumn 
and furnish food for songbirds. Among the wild species, 
rough-leaf dogwood comes next. This generaily remains 
e shrub in the Ozark country and is covered now with 
creamy white flowers which will give way to white berries. 
Also in bloom is the yellow buckthorn, often called Indian 
cherry. This attractive small tree has tiny, almost in- 
visible flowers close to the stem and these, despite their 
small size, lure many bees and other pollinating insects, 
which come to harvest the pollen and nectar. Buckthorn 
also develops berries in autumn that turn red, then dark 
blue, and furnish food for the small forms of wildlife. 


In a year when the native trees and shrubs do well, 
the tame ones are also filled with blossoms. The regal 
privet has little dangling clusters of bloom especially at- 
tractive to butterflies—and both the multiflora and the 
domestic climbing roses such as Paul Scariet were covered 
with masses of flowers. Peonies, oriental poppies, colum- 
bines—as well as Ginnie'’s wildflower garden—were show- 
ler than ever and the little red and blue wild irises, as 
well as the domestic ones, made a fine display. Fertile 
soil helps in the growth and blossoming of all these plants; 
yet moisture is equally essential and this year we're blessed 
with an ample supply.

“AS HER FAVORITE NEPHEW, we know you will be 
deeply distressed to learn of the passing of your late be- 
loved aunt, whom we had the pleasure of serving as attor- 
neys for 50 years. 


Who, on receiving a 
letter that begins in this 
way, could refrain from 
reading it all the way 
through? 

Practically no one. No 
matter how busy he was, 
he would be glad to 
pause, put away the cares 
of the moment, and finish 
reading that letter. 

It is a perfect example 
of how to write a letter. 
The first sentence plunges 
one to the depths of de- 
spair, telling, as it does, 
of the final departure of 
a dear relative. But be- 
fore one can even give 
way to grief, the very 
next sentence is a consol- 
ing pat on the shoulder— 
assuring one that, though much ts taken, something still 
abides. Hope remains. 

But how often does one get such a really interesting 
letter as this one? Hardly ever.

When you are very young, any letter is ex- 
eiting and holds the possibility of great mystery. 
You turn it over and over to prolong the thrill. 
and when you open it, you are content even if it 
is only a form letter telling you how to raise 
guinea pigs for fun and profit, or how to build 
bigger muscles for $3.95. 


But as you grow older and more cynical, the romance 
tends to disappear from the postman’s mailbag. Mankind is 
flooded daily by an ocean of mail. It washes over him, wave 
after wave of tutty-fruity prose, most of it wasted because 
most of it is unread. 


THE ART OF LETTER WRITING has fallen into a 
period of sad decay. The average man feels ‘he is lucky if, 
amid a thousand letters sent to him, he finds one that is 
really worth the trouble of opening. 


The bulk of his mail consists of bills, charity 
appeals or invitations to buy something he either 
doesn’t want or can’t really afford. Most of this he 
merely glances at, then tosses away. 

But now and then he gets a letter turned out by some- 
one who really knows how to write. 


FOR EXAMPLE, I can’t help finishing letters that start 
out as follows: 


“The inclosed check is in grateful appreciation of—~.” 
“We have read the manuscript of your stirring novel, 
and are happy to inform you that—.” 


“Our Board of Directors, despite the recession, have 
voted an extra quarterly dividend of—.” 


“A review of your 1956 tax return has disclosed you 
overpaid—.”

Modern School Named for Woman Who Taught for Years in One-Room Schoolhouse

ALL LORENE HITT LUSH- 
ER ever wanted to do was 
teach in a quiet little country 
school. The last thing she ex- 
pected was to have a farticy, 
city-type school named for her. 


In a manner of speaking, 
Mrs. Lusher is a victim of 
progress. She is now a teacher 
in the new Elm Grove school 
in Hazelwood school district 
and another handsome new 
school in the district, on Mul- 
lanphy road, was dedicated re- 
ently as the Lorene Hitt Lush- 
er School. 


It couldn't have happened 
to a more deserving person, but 
it wasn’t at all what Mrs. 
Lusher had in mind for her- 
self. She just wanted to teach 
in a country school, which was 
one reason she came to St. 
Louis county back in 1928—to 
teach at the old one-room 
Brown school on Shackleford 
road. But then, who could 
foresee the phenomenon that 
is now Hazelwood? 


Mrs. Lusher is a short, mid- 
dle-aged women of ample pro- 
portions. She has a round face 
and kind eyes and a gentle and 


motherly manner. She has 
never had a child of her own 
but she’s had a lot to do with 
shaping the lives of more than 
1500 kids who belong to other 
people. In fact, she has de- 
voted almost 40 years to intro- 
ducing youngsters to what 
must seem, at their stage of 
life, a strange and complex 
world. Commonly known as 
the first grade. 


She started her career in 
1919 in a one-room school, the 
same kind of school in which 
she herself had learned her 
ABCs. She was reared on a 
farm in Cape Girardeau coun- 
ty and, in the best American 
tradition, walked a mile and a 
half to school. 


When Lorene started teach- 
ing the first grade you didn't 
have to have a college degree 
to teach. You didn’t even have 
to have a high school diploma. 
She started teaching when she 
finished the eighth grade, and 
she continued her own educa- 
tion at the same time. 

She started her higher edu- 
cation at a Job High School. 
Unless you're middle-aged or 
past, and grew up in a rural 
community in Missouri, chances 
are you never heard of a Job 
High School. Those who have 
heard of them usually assume, 
even as Mrs. Lusher did, that 
they were called that because 
they were poor as Job. 


They were that, all right, but 
they really got their name from 
a man named William Job, a 
state representative from Nod- 
away county. A lot of young- 
sters didn’t go to high school 
because there was no high 
school close enough to attend. 
Job pushed a bill through the 
legislature which provided that 
any community that didn’t 
have a high school within rea- 
sonable distance, and had three 
or more eighth-grade gradu- 
ates who wanted to go to high 
school, could establish a two- 
year high school. It would be 
under the jurisdiction of the 
local school board, but the 
state would pay the expenses. 
These consisted of the salary of 
one teacher, who taught eight 
freshman and sophomore 
courses. 


At one time there were about 
100 such schools in rural Mis- 
souri. Then came paved high- 
ways, school busses and more 
and better high schools. The 
Job schools served their pur- 
pose and disappeared. 

They made it possible for a 
lot of people such as Lorene 
Hitt to get some high school 
training. At the same time she 
continued teaching. She drove 
a buggy five miles to school. 
When the roads were too bad, 
she rode horseback. She re- 
ceived $40 a month and saved 
her money, and was able to go 
to the Will Mayfield Academy 
at Marble Hill to get the rest 
of her high school education. 

By this time she was teach- 
ing all eight grades in another 
rural school. She was one of 
two teachers. One year one of 
them would teach the odd num- 


ber grades, the other the even. 
Then the next year they would 
change around. In the summers 
she went to Shurtleff college 
and in time received a bachelor 
of arts degree. 

In 1928 a cousin who was 
teaching in St. Louis county 
wanted to go on leave. She 
asked Lorene to take her place. 
It meant more pay, but the 
main .consideration, as far as 
Lorene was concerned, was that 
it was still a country school, a 
one-room school on Shackleford 
road called Brown School. Lo- 
rene liked the rural atmos- 
phere, the close relationship 
between teacher and pupil and 
the pupil's families, a relation- 
ship which isn’t quite the same, 
she always felt, in city schools. 

Brown School was about as 
rural as you can get. The dis- 
trict, Elm Grove, was one of 
13 school districts in what is 
now Hazelwood district, and 
each of them had a little coun- 
try school pretty much like 
Brown. 

In 1931 she married J. Oscar 
Lusher, who works in the ex- 
perimental division at McDon- 
nell Aircraft Corp. They bought 
a home and her life was work-

Putting Life Into Politics 


NEW YORK, June 19. 
I WENT UP to Syracuse, N.Y., last Saturday to speak 
at the state convention of Young Democrats. 


It was an extraordinarily successful meeting. 

One of the best things that the Democratic state 

organization has done is to put a little new life 

inte this organization and give it enough money so 
that it can really begin to organize throughout 

state. . 

I understand that 40 counties now have some kind of 
organization, which means that there are 22 more where 
work should be done as soon as possible. 

I HAVE JUST RECEIVED from the Institute of Inter- 
national Education its report for the year. 

Again in the year 1957 to 1958 this country led the 
free world in education of foreign nationals, With 43,391 
students and scholars coming to study in 1801 American 
schools from 145 countries, some as remote as Basutoland 
and the Fiji Islands. Men students still outnumber women 
by more than three to one. The only country to send more 
women than men was the Philippines. 


The number of American students going 
abroad to study rose again. They numbered 12,845 
in 52 countries. Fifty-eight per cent went to Eu- 
rope, 20 per cent studied in Latin America, and 13 
per cent went to Canada. These figures are for the 
year 1956-’57 because it takes longer to get the 
statistics from overseas universities. 


Thirty-three per cent of the students studying here 
came from the Far East and 21 per cent from Latin Amer- 
ica, but our neighbor, Canada, sent the largest number 
from any single country. 

It is interesting to note that 23 per cent, the largest 
percentage in a single category of students, were enrolled 
in engineering. The next largest category was in the hu- 
manities. 

The Far and Middle East and Latin America concen- 
trated most heavily on engineering. The Africans concen- 
trated more on social sciences and the Europeans and Ca- 
nadians on the humanities. 


Contrary to what is generally believed, 42.3 
per cent study in this country on their own funds, 
29.4 per cent are aided by private organizations, 
only 5 per cent are subsidized mainly by the 
United States Government and another 2 per cent 
by a combination of United States Government and 
private funds. 

So it would seem that these students were attracted 
not only by the chance of being subsidized, but by the be- 
lief that our graduate schools give the best training avail- 
able.

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Martha Carr's Proper Appreciation for the Onion 


Actually, Few Persons Do Right by This Indispensable Vegetable 


By Hoyt Alden 


BIRDIE THE BRIDE knows 
an onion when she sees one. 
No one can take that away 
from her. But when she en- 
counters a recipe that calls Aww 


co . Now is 
time as any to straighten her 
out on the matter, and since 


she alre knows her 
onions, we'll start with the 
shallot. 


The shallot belongs to the 
same family, but it is sweeter 
and less pungent than an 
onion. And a shallot, like gar- 
lic, ig divided into a number 
of bulbs. But unlike garlic, 
the bulbs, or cloves, are not 
separated by a sheath of skin. 
They are used extensively in 
French cooking, as well as that 
of a number of other countries 
and they can be used not only 
as a seasoning, but as a dish 
in themselves. 


For instance, stew some 
shallots in white wine until 
they’re tender. Pour off the 
wine, boil it down to half its 
volume and thicken it with 
egg yolks. Then pour it over 
the shallots and serve it up 
very hot. 

The scallion is very similar 
to a spring onion, but it isn’t 
one. It’s really a variety of the 
shallot, but somewhat more 
pungent. Certain types of on- 
ions, when little, are sold as 
scallions, and as a matter of 
fact there isn’t a great deal of 
difference, except to the ex- 
quisitely educated palate. So 
don’t worry about it. But there 
is a great deal of difference 
between an onion and a shallot. 


THE ONION, as a vegetable 
in its own right, has never had 
the appreciation it deserves. It 
has the distinction of being 
indispensable as an ingredient 
in a lot of dishes, especially 
stews, but it seems that few 
people appreciate the delicate 
flavor of young onions boiled 
and creamed. 


Or braised onions, which are 
worth a try. Get the largest 
find. Remove the outer skin 
and sweetest onions you can 
and trim the bottom so they 
will sit flat. Cut a cylindrical 
hole from the top about_ half 
way down and fill the hole 
with butter. Paint the outside 
with melted butter and put 
onions in a shallow Baking dish 
with melted butter in the bot- 
tom. Cook them in a moderate 
oven basting frequently until

tender and just turning brown 
on the outside. 

A good thing to remember 
about boiling onions, especial- 
ly if they’re pretty strong. 
When they are about half 
cooked pour the water off and 
replace it with fresh, boiling 
water. Then when they're done, 
heat two parts of butter with 
one part of sugar until the mix- 
ture is golden. Put the boiled 
onions in a baking dish and 
pour the sugar and butter mix- 
ture over them. Put them in a 
hot oven and baste them fre- 


quently until they're pale gold. 


THE OUTDOOR cooking sea- 
son is upon us, and we've had 
a request from a reader for 
some information about cook- 
ing fish over charcoal. As a 
matter of fact fish is one of the 
easiest things to cook. The 
chief thing to remember is not 
to cook it too long. And there's 
no guesswork about whether 
it’s done. Just take a fork and 
sé¢e if the flesh flakes. When 
it flakes, it’s done. 


Fish has no juices of its own, 


and should always be brushed 
well with melted butter. Also 
be sure the grill, or the hand 
broiler, is always well greased. 
Fish sticks and then pulls 
apart. — 

Fish needs a little something 
extra te bring out the flavor, 


and here’s something that will | 
do it. Melt a stick of butter | 


and add a fourth of a teaspoon 
of pepper, a half teaspoon of 
salt or garlic salt depending on 
your taste, a tablespoon of 
Worcestershire sauce, three 
tablespoons of lemon juice and 
three drops of Angostura bit- 
ters. It works wonders. 


ANOTHER excellent way to 


flavor fish is with bacon. Dip | 


the fish in oil and wrap it in 
bacon and lay it right on top 
of the grill. Especially good for 
trout. Wrap each trout in a 


strip of bacon and fasten the 
bacon with skewers. Broil them 
over glowing coals. When the 
bacon is crisp the trout is prob- 
ably done. Test it with a fork 
to see if it is flaky. Some time 
before you cook the fish have 
some good baking potatoes 
wrapped in foil and baking in 
the coals. Then with a good 
cold, crisp green salad you've 
got a meal, 


If you have a nice big bass, | 


large enough to bake, do it 
this way. Make a stuffing by 
combining a half cup of 
chopped onion, two cups of 
chopped fresh tomato, a table- 
spoon or so of lemon juice, a 
teaspoon of powdered ginger, 
the juice of half a clove of gar- 
lic, a tablespoon of soy sauce 
and a dash of pepper.
